The crisp crunchincss of g !*h n-brown waffles is an epicurean delight 
the year round, but the gourmet rejoices m ost when, on a cold w inter 
evening, he sniffs the delectable arom a ris.ng from the waffle iron as the 
foamy batter 
is transform ed into perfect waffles. 
When one of these 
toothsome delights 
is placed before him, with th e butter melting, tho 
syrup form ing clear, sparkling pools in the ut pressions of its surface, 
he is aw are th a t life is good. 
In many homes the waffle iron languishes on the top shelf of th e 
pantry or kitchen cupboard, f rgotten and unused, It may be to blame, 
if it was a poor iron to begin with. But it may be unjustly condemned 
because its owner did not learn the secret of m aking perfect waffles. 
Perhaps her recipe w as to blame, and produced un ­ 
appetizing affairs, half done and soggy, or overdone 
to a leather-1 ike consistency. Perhaps she didn’t give 
the grids the care a waffle iron needs. W hatever the 
reason, lier fam ily is deprived of a delicious concoction 
that really is easy to make and a delight to serve. 
There are ju st three secrets to be learned and 
rem embered about waffles. S ta rt with a good waffle 
iron to begin with, follow a good recipe, and take 
good care of the iron. So jo t them down in your 
memory book now. 
How can you tell w hether a waffle iron is a good 
one? A good waffle iron should brown waffles evenly 
and cook them so th a t they are thoroughly done— 
light as the proverbial feather, and crisp. It should 
be easy to operate, and durably constructed. Waffle 
irons we have approved have the virtues you should expect, since our 
engineers and home economists have found out w hether they are all 
that good waffle irons should be. 
If you are sure that your waffle iron is a good one, even though it 
produces unsatisfactory waffles, turn t o a new recipe. Here is a recipe 
we have thoroughly tested and tasted in our Institute kitchens, and 
know it makes delicious waffles w ith an electric waffle iron.

One reason th a t waffles stick is that the recipe docs not include 
enough shortening. If you follow this recipe you will be delighted with 
the texture of the waffle*, and if the iron is cared for properly, the waffles 
will not stick to the grills. 
Now for the proper care of your waffle iron: First, read carefully 
the directions which came with it and follow 
them 
exactly, especially if 
your waffle iron is of the autom atic or semi-automatic type, so th at you 
can take full advantage of its special features. 
Next, if your iron is a new one, season the grids before 
using i t 
Th: 
will 'prevent waffles from sticking. To season, brush the grids th o r­ 
oughly with an unsalted melted fat such as .shortening or olive oil. Do 
th 
when the waffle iron is cold. Then heat the iron to baking tem perature, 
and allow it to cool. When you w ant to make waffles, heat the iron to 
baking tem perature, pour on your l a tter and allow it to hake. When the 
first Waffle is done, discard it, as it will be very greasy. A fter that, waffles 
will not .stick if you use a recipe which contains shortening. A fter the 
grids are seasoned, do not wash them . If particles of waffle do stick to the 
grids, brush them off with a wire brush of the kind which is used to 
clean thor utensils. 
The outside of your waffle iron will need little care, if it is a modem 
on.* Usually rubbing with a soft dry cloth will remove finger m arks and 
smudges. If batter runs out, leave it until the h eat on the outside of the 
iron sits it. Then remove it, and clean the surface with a dam p cloth. 
Sometimes tiny brown spots app ear on the outside. These can be removed 
by using a small amount of fine scouring powder with a suft dam p cloth. 
Nevi r im m erse y< ur waffle iron in water. It will ruin it. 
When you store 
ur waffle iron, see th at there are no sharp kinks, 
bends or knots in ti * 
onnecting cord. Do not let the cord come into
